Peking, China. ' March 7.— Looting 's 


generally prevalent in the province of 


' Shan;Tiing and is spreading throughout 


northern Cliina, owing tn punishment 
not being meted out to the mutineers. 


The looting contagion is typical of re- 


cent movements in China. Up to the 
present, however,' no anti-foreign feeling 
has •been, displayed during the outbreaks, 
the soldiers evidently dreading foreign 


/'reprisals. Should attacks on foreigners 


be made and be allowed to go unpun- 
ished in a few instances a wave of anti- 
foreign feeling might be created which 
the .powers at present arc .not prepared 
to combat. There is no force iu China 
now able to punish the mutinous sol- 
diers whom the Chinese, government for- 
gives, cajoling the armjMnto a semblance 
of discipline which deceives nobody.

WORD REACHES LONDON.'

ite statement from 'Amundsen that. Scott 
had reached the south poie wns'-rcccived 
from Wellington, Ijew Zealand, by the 
Daily Express.. 


It is stated on good authority, ac- 


cording to a special dispatch received 
here 'thfc evening from Christiana, Nor- 
way, that Captain Roald Amundsen, the 
Norwegian explorer and leading.rival of 
Captain Scott, did not reach the south 
pole. 


• Mrs. Scott, the wife of the .British ex- 
plorer has not received any direct ncwa 
of her husbands reported success. She 
said this morning that she was tmablc 
to 
imagine how Captain Amundsen 


would, know, declaring: 
"t hope the 


news is true, bnt at present I do not 
dare to believe it..'' 


Captain Amundsen's return to civil- 


ization two weeks before he was expected 
has caused some surprise. 
This is felt 


especially by the members of the British 
Royal Geographical society, who declared 
this morning that they have had no 
news of Captain Amundsen except that 
contained in the newspaper dispatches 
recording his arrival on Tasmania.

She 
still contends that sliu is innocent and 
says she wishes to nurse her husband 
back to health. If he lives probably he 
will be crippled for life. '

bad no chance to live, his condition was 
improved this 'morning, according to 
hospital physicians. His wife, is out on 
bond, charged with assault to kill. Hn 
lias made no statement since his first 
sensational declaration 
involving Mrs. 


Grace. She contends she did not shoot 
him. 


According to the police, little of tho 


mystery' lias been cleared. 
Among puz- 


zling features is the fact that no one, 
so far as is known, heard a shot tired. 
Grace say? he discovered bis wound 
when he awoke; that he was shot while 
asleep or under the influence of'opiates. 
No indications that he was drugged has 
been found, so far. as tiio police will 
say. 


Grace recently insured his life for 


$25,000 in favor of his wife. 
Persons 


advancing any theory connecting this 
with the shooting are met with reports 
that Mrs. Grace is possessed of a com- 
fortable fortune in Philadelphia, where 
she c.ime from.

A BREAK IN THE KAWKS. 


London. March 7.—The first sign (if 


any break in thn coal strike comes from 
North Wales, where tiio collieries of 
some of tlic smaller 7nining companies 
have re-opened negotiations -with the 
owners -with the view of starting -work 
in the pits again. Some of these mines 
are worked' by non-unionists. Otiiers, 
however, have, hitherto been operated by 
union men.

GERMAN STRIKE A CERTAINTY. 


Berlin, March 7.-—The outbreak of a 


general strike in the AVcstplialian coal 
districts on March 11, is now regarded 
as a practical certainty. 


The leaders of the Christian trades 


unions -who are bitter rivals of the so- 
cialist workmen's organization conlimio 
to oppose a strike but advices received 
from the coal fields indicate that they 
are losing a great many of their follow- 
ers, a great proportion of whom -will 
make common cause with the other or- 
ganizations if they decide to stop work. 
In view of the conflicting attitude of 
the socialist and Christian trades unions, 
tho Prussian.government announces that 
fullest protection will be accorded to 
•non-strikers and that any disorders will 
be suppressed with an iron hand. The 
coal owners in -many cases havr offered 
their men increases amounting to ten 
per cent on their wages so aa to avoid 
n strike but the trades insist on an nn 
advance of 15 per cent. The situation 
in the.coal trade v.-,ts reflected on the 
bourse today when the leading coal 
stocks foil three percent and over.

City Missionary Testifies. 


Rev. Clark Carter, the city mission- 


ary of, Lawrence, who said th« mill 
owners paid his salary, gave testimony 
relating to the organized movement of 
tlii! churches to take care of destitution 
during the strike and the troubles en- 
countered among the strikers, especial- 
ly the socialists. 


'A friend of mine,'1 he said "over- 


heard a conversation on a street be- 
tween a woman and a Httl« girl who 
waa to be taken to Xew York. 
He 


heard her say to the little girl, 'When 
vou go to New York put on your torn 
dress and leave your mittens at home. 
They'll take'care of you over there.' It 
•was the general impression that the 
people-who were sending the children 
away wanted to excite sympathy." 


Tlic missionary also described a con- 


dition of terror prevailing among the 
foreigners, aroused by the strikers. ''All 
Uicse people, particularly tho women," 
he said, "arc, terror-stricken. 
People 


have been aroused from their beds at 
night by strike "agents who would shout, 
'Xo work; don't go to work; kill you.' 
It is a fact that threats among the for- 
eigncrs-to blow up homes, etc., has pre- 
cipitated a terrorized condition among 
the people of Lawrence. 


Began With Wild Rush. 


The strike began in terrorism. The! 


leople rushing through the streets in ' 
calling the strike, broke down the mill 
gates, overpowered tlio watchmen, ruslioO 
through the mills, tore girls from their 
work and drove all the others out. Some 
of the girls told me they were thrown 
down and others fainlod." 
. Representative 
Foster, 
of 
Tlllinois, 


asked Rev. Carter about the charge for 
drinking water in the Lawrence mills. 


"That's a social club arrangement," ho 


said. "The regular water :;i the summer 
is too hot and. in winter some of it ia 
too near to the steam pipes. 
So tha 


workers form clubs to get spring 'water 
or ice. They pay so much for it and 
when the new employes are asked to pay 
they think the mill oirnera get the 
money." 


"Then the mill owners don't furnish 


drinkable water?" asked Mr. Foster. 
, "It's tho water I drink." 


"But it's heated by steam pipes and 


unfit to drink in the mill," said Mr Fos- 
ter. 


"From your testimony it 
appears, 


that there avn two very desirable luxu- 
ries among tho Lawrence strikers; one 
is molasses for their bread and the otlie.r 
is water for which they pay in the 
mills." 


"That's a humorous way to put it," 


said Mr. Carter.

, Pittsburg. mother this b«, litn-jilly or only com- 


paratively true, we do not know, but it was testi- 
mony to the good effect of trying to abate smoke. 
Announcement is now made that one Fort "Wayne 
manufacturing concern which consumes much coal 
lias offered ten dollars advance per mouth in the 
salary of any fircmr'jl who can stoke without smoke. 
We venture it as a uon-expert but reasonable opin- 
ion. that such a fireman would be worth easily that 
much more than one who cannot manage his fur- 
naces -without such waste of fuel as heavy smoke 
must entail. There arc devices for the prevention 
'ol! smoke, and sonic' of them in ay br good; but the 
Itpmbability is that caref\\l and skillful stoking will 


do more to prevent the nuisance of liflcliiug stack, 
and chimneys than anything else. The best way to 
pi-event the nuisance is what the technical commit 
tee of the Civic Improvement association is under- 
taking to find out. These are practical and techni- 
cal men and we believe that when their task shall 
have been completed Port Wayne will know bow 
to greatly mitigate if not to entirely abate the 
smoke evil. It is a worthy public service and the 
'technical committee deserves the. public gratitude 
'for the unselfish, work they are trying to perform 


Seattle has just confirmed the recall of Mayor 


jGill a, year ago by an election in which his op- 
ponent is chosen to the chief magistracy of the city. 
"When Gill went in he at once adopted and put .in 
'force a "wide-open" policy, a course not approved 
liy the people of that great and growing city. The 
recall was applied to his case'- and hn was yorkcd 
from office. Gill tried to "come hack" in the elec- 
tion held'this -week and was defeated by George- 
.Cotterill, widely known os the head of the Order 
'of Good Templars and ns a prohibition speaker. 
Arrayed against Gill were the women voters of 
Seattle, who feared a re-establishment of gambling 
and the redlight district, wiped out. by the recall 
of Mayor Gill a year ago.

But Seattle will 


have clean government and a clean city, which was 
mainly what the voter* were after aud knew how 
to get.

WON HIM CLEMENCY 


Cuerav**, Mexico, March 7.—Every 


one hM'htard of the man who ^scap^d 
by the "akin of his teeth." but Fred 
Miller probably Mvcd his life by giving 
up his teeth. 


Miller, »n American ptMenger conduc- 


tor on the Cummvuca division of the 
Xational Railway* of Mexico, ban had 


j- thrilling experience* at the hands 


of Zapata bandits which infest nearly 
every mile of the 
territory 
through 


which this division runs, but lid went 
through an ordeal a few days ago hi 
the little town of B»!s»s, southern ter- 
minus of the road, that surpassed his 
other experience!. 


Whon Miller and his crew reached the 


end of their run they found the town in 
postession of a hand of Zapatistas under 
command of Jesus Saldago. Miller was 
at the station making preparations to 
start on the. return trip with his train 
when a party of Indians, of Zapata'n 
t'ommanil. demanded that lip turn over 
his money and valuables. 


.' 
0Md to Being Robbed. 


Miller is so used to being rob.bed that 


he dii! not have much to give to the 
Indians, but he gave up his watch and 
laughed as he made an exciw* for not 
having other valuables. As he laughed 
h<- showed two gold front teeth 


"The Americano has lots of gold in his 


mouth," said the Indian leader. "I will 
have to kill you and take it." 


Miller felt that h« could give the man 


the gold without losing his life or en- 
during the suffering of having it forcibly 
removed. 


"The senor is welcome to it," h« said 


graciously. 


T«k*» Ptlse Teeth Out. 


Tp_ the Mtonifhment of the Indian 


Miller took out his false teeth, in which 
the two gold ones were set, and gave 
them to the; brigand.. It was the first 
time the Indian had ever seen false 
teeth, but h« accepted the offering and 
went away. 


Miller soon .felt the need of Ms false 


teeth. Hi» toothlcw gums were unable 
to mastltate food. Be decided to risk 
hit life and get back his teeth. He put 
the matter before two of /his train crew 
and they agreed to accompany, him to 
the headquarter! of the Zapatu band 
and make an earnest demand for the re- 
turn of the artificial masticators.. 


They knew that this was a daring 


thing to do, but Miller Bald he would 
juit aa soon b« shot as to starve to 
death. They went into the mountains a 
short distance-out of town, found tho 
camp of Salgado and met that chief in 
person.' Miller.explained his plight. Sal- 
gado assured the American the robbery 
would not be countenanced. He sum- 
moned the Indian who had taken the 
teeth and'threatened him with punish- 
ment; if he did not deliver the teeth to 
the American. 


"Oh, well," said the bandit, as ho re- 


turned the-teeth, "I don't know that I 
could ever find any use for these teeth. 
I have tried to fit them in the mouth of 
my grandmother, and mv grandfather 
and two or thr«a other old people, and 
none of them could use them, so the 
Americano can have them back." 


Miller disinfected the teeth and, after 


enjoying a hearty meal, took his train 
back to the City of Mexico. 


Sees Lots of Fighting. 


The American conductors on this run 


have seen more fighting than falls to 
the-lot'of the ordinary soldier during 
the fiercest wars. For more than a year 
there has been hardly a day that" en- 
gagements between Zapata's men and 
federals or hold-tips of the trains have 
not taken place at_somo point on the 
line. So frequently are passenger trains 
on this division held Tip or fired into by 
the' so-called revolutionists, that it is lib 
longer a, novel or even exciting expert 
ence for the conductors, they say.* 


On several occasions they have been 


taken off their trains by' the bandits 
and threatened with death for hauling 
federal soldiers. On some of the trips 
the coaches • are- fired into time after 
time as they pass through the moun 
tains.

, "Everybody lie down!" is as much of n. 
signal on this division as the cry of "All 
aboard!" 


When a. band ofZepatists shows up 


along the track, a warning whistle is 
given by the engineer, and the conduc- 
tor and other members of the crew shout 
to the passengers to seek safety on th» 
floor of the cars. 


It was on this road, just on the out* 


skirts of Ouernavaca, that the famous 
German scientist, Otto Seffel. was struck 
by one of the bullets fired into a train 
by Znpata's men several months ago. and 
killed. Other passengers have been killed 
from time to time m like manner. Sc 
far. 
the conductors have escaped. 
It 


takes pit to take a train through this 
bandit-infested territory, bnfc Miller and 
the other American conductors on this 
linc^have proved their bravery time and 
again under most trying circumstances.

Mirrisges Decreasing in Parish. 


."I had no idea tho class in matrimony 


would create such a. widespread inter- 
est," said Father Daltou. "It was not 
my intention to open a correspondence 
school in affairs of the heart. For sev- 
eral years marriages in our parish have 
been a source of constaii^ worry to me. 
Here are bright young men and women 
well suited to one another in every way, 
all of them conscious, too, of the need 
of a home and still no weddings. Long 
hours have I pondered over this prob- 
lem "which, most unfortunately, seems 
to be becoming universal throughout the 
country. 


"Finally I determined to organizn a

vision expects to meet that requirement. 
This Gibbons refuses to do, so 1 am in- 
clined to resent Ills attack on my claim 
to the title. 


II Mike Gibbons ohoosts to meet me 


for tho welterweight championship 1 svlll 
post any size forfeit immediately to meet 
him at any time, leaving lh« bout to go 
to the club making the best offer. I pre- 
fer that it b« not less than twenty rounds, 
but am willing to e° any distance Gib- 
bons wants over that. This much touted 
St. Paul marvel was -whipped nicely by 
Toung Erne In a ail-round parlor party 
last year, and I trimmed 
Erne to a 


queen's tasto in Indianapolis recently, so 
It seems thr.t Mr. Gibbons doesn't have 
such a. big edge on me at that.
